Pentecost Weekend 

May 22 & 23, 2010 
Day of Pentecost 

Pentecost represents Jesus' return via the Holy Spirit, for Jesus had promised the apostles: "If you love me, 
you will keep my commandments. And I will ask the Father and He will give you another Advocate to be with 
you forever." This advocate is the Holy Spirit. On the day of Pentecost, the Holy Spirit came upon the apos- 
tles, demonstrated by each of them speaking in tongues previously unknown to them. Peter had to convince 
the Jews in Judea and in Jerusalem who witnessed this occurrence that they were not drunk, (especially since 
it was only 9:00 in the morning), but that it was as the prophet Joel had foretold: "In the last days it will be, 
God declares, that I will pour out my Spirit upon all flesh and your sons and your daughters... Then everyone 
who calls on the name of the Lord will be saved". (Acts 2:17-21 ) 

It has been said that Peter's Pentecost speech was the start of the Christian witness that was promised in Acts 
1 :8: "But you will receive power when the Holy Spirit comes on you; and you will be my witnesses in Jerusa- 
lem, and in all Judea and Samaria, and to the ends of the earth." Even today, witnessing is a spiritual tool to 
spread the Word on how the Holy Spirit is alive within many of us on a daily basis: from the birth of a child, to 
conquering diseases, to overcoming our personal "demons" and internal conflicts. 

I have heard that it is not uncommon among the believers of Christ Jesus to truly experience the Holy Spirit. 
To those who open their hearts, souls and minds to the Lord, the desire for truth, compassion and forgiveness 
are also combined with His blessing of kindness, patience and love. I personally have been moved to tears dur- 
ing a particular song or sermon during an FCLC service. The pastor, choir, lay ministers and even the congrega- 
tion provide such a divine pathway for the Holy Spirit. There are many times I feel I am filled, even encapsu- 
lated, by the Spirit of the Lord. I am one of the fortunate ones, confident that the Holy Spirit has been flowing 
through the many pathways in my being. I can only fall down on my knees, and thank the 
Lord Jesus Christ for touching my life with His spirit, the Holy Spirit. May you also feel that 
beauty, joy, peace and comfort in your heart this Pentecost Sunday. Praise the Lord and 
bless His holy name!
